P RACTICALLY EVERY NEWSPAPER 

in the Province for weeks past has been carrying 
news items relating to British Columbia's progress 
and prosperity. Not a few of them, both Liberal 
and Conservative, Have likewise expressed the most 
enthusiastic editorial satisfaction over the various 
fount of development which are to be noted every¬ 
where. But there is e considerable load of worry on 
the mind of Mr C. F. Davie. Conservative member 
of the Legislature for Cowichan-Newcastle. to whom 
the times appear out of joint. For he told a gath¬ 
ering which met in Victoria the other night under 
the auspices of the Saanich Conservative Association 
that the present Government had lost the confidence 
of the people of British Colombia, and that not until 
it had been hurled from office would the political 
reputation of the Province be restored. 

Only a very few people will shore Mr. Davie’s 
qualms about the political reputation of the Province. 
Most of them will recognize the fact that when any 
particular part of a country is progressing as fast and 
as solidly as British Columbia is pro g r e ss i n g at the 
present time there is nothing seriously the matter with 
the meaner in which public affairs are being admin¬ 
istered. But perhaps Mr. Davie allowed himself to 
be disturbed about the condition of the Conservative 
Patty the nature of which would naturally influence 
his survey of conditions in general. We recall that 
he appealed to his audience to sink their differences 
and get together, urging them likewise to forget their 
party bscks.ings and march forward in a spirit of 
harmony and unity, and in that woy. presumably, at 
least attempt to overcome tome of the disabilities from 
which provincial Conservatism hat been suffering for 
yean. It it a tong time since 1916 and ir requires 
a good deal of patience to continue in opposition year 
after year with little proapect of crossing the floor of

It will 
Include statistics Indicating business conditions, each 
as wholesale prices, employment ggurse. production 
end construction operations, trade movements, busi¬ 
ness failures, bank debits and clearings, as well as 
other hanking and currency factor* rind movements 
of sloeka and bonds. In view of the amount of In¬ 
formation which bualness concerns are called upon 
to forward pariodleally to Government Departments, 
return Information which mey help In an appraisal of 
general business conditions will doubtless be appre¬ 
ciated. 

Statistics, however, do not always bear the same 
Interpretation. It la doubtful If fluctuations In whole¬ 
sale prices, for Instance represent aay longer, as they 
ere supposed to, the balance between supply and de¬ 
mand. It Is more probable that they indicate changes 
In the cost of doing business Most Unas ara oper¬ 
ating with a minimum of margin, trusting to voluma 
to Increase profits. It Is here statistics would be 
useful, tri Indicating the extent of the market for h 
given commodity. Lacking these, manufacturers hesi¬ 
tate to produce, hot knowing hoW far away or how 
near the saturation point may be. Distributors heel - 
tote to stock up for the same reason. While ths pur-

Suicide Was the verdict brought In 
this morning by the coroner's jury 
considering the case of the young 
Japanese, Hlroml Ojima. who shot 
himself on Wednesday nfternoon at 
his father's house. 1010 View 8 treet. 

Detectives Marcus Phipps and 
William Cal well, who were called to 
the scene of the suicide Immediately 
after the occurrence on Wednesday, 
told their si or lea as to what they 
had found this morning. The dead 
man lay upon his bed. He had ap¬ 
parently sat upon Its edge, taken hie 
.52 calibre revolver, pressed It to 
his temple asd pulled the trigger, 
they sold. The bullet went complete¬ 
ly through hie head, blowing out htf 
brains, and lodging la the wall of 
the room. Ojima fell beck upon 
the bed dead. He was killed In¬ 
stantaneously. police believe. 

It la believed that Ojima killed 
himself on account of family 
worries. His young and pretty Mt- 
tle Japanese widow was at the In¬ 
quest this morning In company with 
the young man's mother. Bqth were 
dry e*ed and quiet. Their grief Was 
well concealed. The widow of the 
unfortunate man. odly recently was 
discharged from St. Joseph's Hos¬ 
pital. where she had been confined 
until the day of her husband's

Commissioner Staneland Has 
New System to Encourage 
Constables 

Commissioner W. E. Staneland 
at the meeting of the Police 
Commission yesterday afternoon 
outlined briefly his new policy 
for the elamifieation of con¬ 
stables of the eity police foree. 
Two systems were suggested by 
Commissioner Staneland aa al 
ternative’for the board to ehooae 
between. The first suggestion 
vu for a reclassification of men 
Recording to their general jfroflolenry 
and the second wan to advance their 
aalarie* but not their rank*. 

In thl* latter *ystem there would 
be five class**. with the maximum 
pay of‘Number On* clan* not ex¬ 
ceeding $150 per month, ranging 
down to the maximum pay for the 
Number Five cla**. which would not 
exceed |ltO per month. The*# were 
merely suggestions. Commissioner 
Staneland pointed nut. They were 
put forward solely for the consider¬ 
ation of the board. r 

It would give the men an Incen¬ 
tive. claimed the commissioner. 
SUPERANNUATION 

Discussing the system of super¬ 
annuation. Commissioner Btnnelanl 
aaid that this was a difficult prob¬ 
lem facing the commission. Apart 
from t list system. It was difficult to 
dismiss a man who had given his 
best service during.kls younger year* 
and who became burdeoed with the 
weight of age and consequently not 
so effective In hi* duty. 
Commissioner Staneland admitted 


that there was a certain feeling of 
dlasatlsfaction amongst the members 
of the city force at the present 
time. He felt that a new system 
must be evolved so that the con¬ 
stables cquld work in harmony with 
their superiors and with the Board 
of Police Comm Is* loners. It wo* »o 
be reyretted that such a feeling ex¬ 
isted. he said, but It could not be 
denied. 

The Commission decided to give 
the matter further consideration. 
Commissioner Staneland consented 
to have his alternate systems put 
into writing so that the Board could 
better consider their merits and dis¬ 
cuss details of his plans. The Board 
decided finally to await the result* 
of Commissioner Btaneland’s delib¬ 
erations and to give hi* new systems 
careful consideration and study. 

Commissioner A. M. Altken said 
that he was In accord with most of 
the suggestions of his colleague but 
that he wished to give them more 
thought. It would be better to have 
them in writing so that the Board 
might consider them at Its leisure 
and In ull their aspects. 

Mayor Pendray. chairman, ws* of 
the same opinion. 

CommlSMioner Staneland drew the 
attention of the Board to the ex¬ 
emplary condnet of some of the ctty> 
officer*. He cited Constable James 
Strong as an example of a man who 
should receive recognition and re¬ 
ward of some sort. 8 uch a man. al¬ 
though he might not be given a 
higher rank, well deserved an in¬ 
crease In pay. For bravery in cap¬ 
turing an armed thug, for refusing 
a |bribe and bringing the would-be 
pdrverter of Justice to court, and 
fat other good service. Const*bio 
Strong certainly deserved reward, 
said Commissioner Staneland. !t 
was men of this type, men who , 
wanted to succeed and move up In 
rank, that his new system would | 
encourage, he said.
